crep outlook. 
Summed up they amount 


to this: There is no cause for giving up 
hope at this time, but the situation is a 
critical one. 
These 
gentlemen un- 


doubtedly have excellent means of ob- 
taining reliable information. So, too, 
says the Keoord-Union, have we in Siic- 
ramonto. 
We learn here thnt that 


judgment is based too much upon mere 
appearance of the growing grain. The 
late favorable •weather kept it green 
and apparently thrifty, but close exami- 
nation will disclose that there is but 
fceble root-hold, and that a fow days of 
hot sun, or one day of desiccating north 
wind, will destroy the vitality of about 


• all the growing grain in the chief val- 
leys. Sines 1871 we hove experienced 
no complete drought, bat now all the 
prospects are that there will be total 
•failure of crops over a larger area than 
has beau known in any tsoasou for 
-twelve years. 
Probably what is grown 


in California this year may answer the 
demands of home consumption, but 
that there will bo auy surplus for es- 
port worth the mention we do not be- 
lieve. But while this is a discouraging 
view, it is well to remember that ia no 
grain-growing country is there a total 
escape from seasons of failure, and 
California has not a greater proportion 
of short seasons than most other sec- 
tions. 
Of course copious ruins with- 


in a week, and an absence of north 
winds and a high temperature, will put 
a new face upon the whole crop outlook 
for 1883. 


ItiMlroiut Triiflic, nn the .Southern 


ll*ute Impeded. 


A Bakcrsneld dispatch of the 21th 


says: A very severe windstorm is now 
blowing and has bean doing so for sev- 
eral hours on the Hohave desert. The 
•northern-bound overland train, thatwa 
due here at 2 o'clock this morning; 
blockaded with sand drifts at Mohav 
station. The turn-table and side-track 
are buried and the main track is believe 
to be covered for miles. 


The southern-bound train, which ar 


rived here at 11 last night, is at Teha 
chapi station, waiting for the storm 
abate and the track to be cleared so tha 
it can proceed. The storm is so vlolen 
that the section hands are unable t 
work. The passengers on the southern 
1>ound train are viewing the scene o 
the great disaster of January 30th.

A Capital at Auction. 


Dakota shows a thriftinoss about the 


location of her new capital, which 
speaks volumes for the business saga- 
city of her Legislature. She has Ut- 
terly pnt the capital up at auction and 
will knock it down to the highest bid- 
der. Yanktown, the oldest capital, is 
in the extreme southeast corner of the 
Territory and it is stipulated that the 
new one must be more central. There 
is no capital building at Yanktown, the 
Legislature meeting in the 
Federal 


Court House. By the Act of the Legis- 
lature asking for bids for the location of 
the capital, nine Commissioners are ap- 
pointed to receive propositions and de- 
cide which one shall be accepted. 
It 


has been announced by the Commis- 
sioners that no offers will be considered 
which do not include a grant of ten 
acres of land and at least $100,000. Ex- 
citement is running high and every col- 
lection of shanties on the plains is mak- 
ing extravagant promises of what it 
will do if it is conceded the cherished 
boon. 
Canton, Sioux Falls, Huron, 


Plaukiugton and Pierra are all candi- 
dates, and many others. 
Some offer 


$250,000 and as much laud as is wanted 
but Huron and Plankintoh have so far 
outbid the rest. These towns are back- 
ed by two powerful railroads—Huron by 
the Chicago and Nortnwesteru, and 
Plankinton by the Milwaukee road. 
With the assistance of its railroad, each 
of these places offers to erect capital 
building to cost half a million. Un- 
less the nine Commissioners are very 
virtuous men they will have to struggle 
with the temptation of direct bribes, or 
at least, opportunities for profitable 
laud speculation, and it would be quite 
singular if, after the location has beea 
decided, the Commissioners should not 
quietly provide themselves with a few 
lots before the decision has been an- 
nounced and real estate has risen. But 
the most obvious fact about it is that 
Dakota will get a new capital very 
cheap.

Make A JUanh lor Liberty. 


Saturday night at midnight D an Math- 


euy and - Angelo, inmates of cell 37, 
oat their way out of their cell, and 
through the roof of tbe Prison, and 
made a dash for liberty. As they were 
running along the roof the outside night 
guard Goodman saw them and headed 
them off near the stable. Drawing his 
pistol he told them to surrender, which 
they did. 
Instead of holding them at 


bay for five minutes, when another 
guard would have hunted him, up, or 
giving an alarm, Goodman thought he 
could return them both, and told them 
to go back and go down tho scuttle, be 
calculating to get down and go around 
and meet them at tbe foot of the stairs. 
Before Goodman could accomplish bis 
purpose Mathony was down and out ia 
front, and as he was running across tbe 
garden was seen and shot at by the cell 
guard.
